Witnesses could see that the thumb -was badly swoolen, 
though it was pointed out that a bad sprain sometimes has the ap- 
pearance of a fracture. Descamps said it was the overhand right 
which staggered Dempsey that resulted in the injury.

RINGSIDE, Jersey City, July 2.—Georges Carpentier finished flat 


on his face, his leg and arms outstretched in the fourth round. 


Jack Dempsey, the world's hea>yweight champion, knocked him 


out a few seconds after 'the round opened, sending him heavily to 
the canvas with a short right hook to the chin. 


The actual tim£ of fighting in the fourth round was one minute 


and sixteen seconds. Previous to the knockout, Carpentier was 
floored with a left to the body and a right to the chin. Carpentier 
took a count of nine before springing to his feet, where the grim, 
determined Dempsey measured him with a punch to tbe chin which 
ended the battle.

The time of the final round was one 
minute and sixteen seconds.

Won the Championship 


Jack Dempsey played tho accom- 


paniment to Jess Willard's swan 
Cong on Jnly 4, 1919, at Toledo. O. 
It was all over in the third round. 
Jess got 1100,000 for the perform- 
ance, many times the amount Ca- 
ruso earns in a whole openf. Demp- 
§ey got $27,000. 
The champion fell down and got 
op so many times In the first round 
that the referee became dizzy from 
counting, and failed to hear the bell. 
This was on the fifth laiason be- 
tween Willard and tho floor. 
The gong sounded feebly on the 
•eventh count, but Referee Pecord 
continued chopping the air 
over 
Willard. When he had finished he 
informed Dempsey that there had 
been a knockout and the champion 
left the ring, only to have his man- 
ager come running after him with 
the information that there had been 
a mistake. 
That first round wm« awful. 
But 


It prepared everybody for the worst 
»nd no one was surprised when Wll- 
lard lost in the third round. 
Dempney opened the fight by ac- 
cepting some taps on tho face. Then 
be hauled off and busted Willard in 
the stotaach so hard that a dazed 
expression overspread the cham- 
jjfftri'* rrmntftnance. 
Dempsey then 
landed several blows to the jaw and 
Willard dropped to the floor for six 
counts, only to fall again with a 
blow that rreeted his nose. 


As he got up a second time he 


turned his head away, but the Giant 
Killer struck him twice and he fell 
on his hands and- knees. 
Arising once more, Willard was 


cornered by Dempsey, who pounded 
him to the mat with rights and lefts 
to the face. 
Again he got up and 


once more he was knocked down. 
Somehow the giant groped

than a fall partly through the ropes. 
Dempsey tore Into him again when 
the third round opened. 
Willard 
was groggy and weak, with one eye 
out of shape and everything gone 
wrong.

A correspondent of the Xew York Times has 


suggeMed that there be established a retiring age 
for statues. A capital ideal Curiously, no one 
seems to have thought about that procedure before. 
Yet the obsoleteness and inappropriateuess of 
statues has borne heavily upon the spiritual sense 
of thousands of citizens for the grgater portion 
of their lifetime- 


Most monuments to the memory of me/n have 


been erected for solid and enduring reasons, but 
there are a discomforting portion that have 
resulted from emotions and whims, without any 
considerable support of"public sentiment. Fre- 
quently they have been raised by an individual to 
honor a relative or friend, when the people of the 
State or community never suspected that the per- 
son so honored deserved a statue. Sometimes the 
public sentiment haS'been jusl the contrary. 


Naturally there comes a time when these emo- 


tional statues seem only to clutter.up a park space 
or obstruct the traffic of a busy thoroughfare.

These statues 
certainly belong to the class to which the retire- 
ment rule should apply.

"A brief cable item concerning a 


proposed Teasants' Congress in Cro- 
atia may seem remote to many 
Americans, but it is home news for 
some hundreds of thousands of Croa- 
tians and their kin in the "United 
States," says a bulletin from the 
Washington, D. C., headquarters of 
the National Geographic Society. 


"Utffore the "World War the emi- 


gration stream from Croatia flowed i 
ftom Fiume and Triebte as constantly 
as the water tricklet> through and 
'under the limestone plateau of tbe 
Karst region, a noteworthy physical 
feature of Croatia. And it ;s because 
parts of Croatia are barren of soil 
that Indigenous human product had 
to transplant itself to subsist. 


"Another physical feature of Croa- 


tia, the bora, a violent northeast 
wind that sweeps down the Adriatic 
coast from the back country plateau, 
seems symbolic ot the country's his- 
tory- It has been said that Croatia 
was to Hungary what Hungary was 
to the fallen Dual Empire. For cen- 
turies Croatia struggled to throw off 
the. yoke of Magyar domination. 


"But one should not conclude that 


Croatia is barren or desolate. To the 
northwest is the majestic range 
which jplvcs to the region the mcU- 
namc of 'Croatian Switzerland.' T^c 
plum brandy 'Slwowitx' betoken the 
luxuriant orchards of Slavonia. Kor 
the full title of the present compo- 
nent part of Jugo-Blavia which for- 
merly was a crown and of Hungary 
is Croatia and Slavonic, hating an 
area twice that ot our Massachusetts 
and two-thirds the population ot the 
Bay State. 


"Though Croatia 
and Slavonia 


Is rich in agricultural land, has \me- 
jards, pastures and forests, lack of 
capital has handicapped commerce 
and industry. Indeed it;, southwest, 
rich in forests and grazing land and 
accessible to the sea, is accounted 
one of the least developed regions, 
economically, in Europe.
